HOSPITAL KITCHEN 


Head Cook Has Hiring Of Assist- 
ants And Profited By 


\ Opportunity. 


A story of Oriental wiliness was re- 
lated to the members of the hospital 
board on Thursday afternoon, much 
to thelr amusement, and they unani- 
mously arrived at the conclusion that 
the gentleman who presides over the 
kitchen at the Royal Alex. Hospital, 
although he may appear ‘childlike 
and bland,” 1s assurely some exponent 
of “high finance.” 

The story cropped up when Dr, A. 
T. Rutherford reported on his visit to 
the hospital, when he stated that there 
was some complaint as to the floor of 
the kitchen getting too hot. 

One of the members remarked that 
if this was the case the cooks would 
be giving notice, ‘ 

Dr. Rutherford: “The cooks say 
say that they can get more money at 
Hiong Kong.” 

Some of the members looked rather 
dubious at this statement until they 
were informed that these three em- 
ployees in the kitchen were Chinese 

Secretary Leonard said that it was 
correct, as the cooks stated that they 
could get mere money elsewhere. 
There were three employees—the 
head cook, who had been there seven 
years, had $76 per month, the next 
$45 per month and the other $30 per 
month. The head cook and the third 
man, whom he believed were brothers, 
made no complaint, but the second 
man had done so. The head cook 
had been in the habit of engaging the 
other men, as the hospital could not 
converse with them, and when the 
trouble came up about the wages thc 
head cook came to him and suggested 
that he should be paid the $160 and 
engage and pay all the kitchen help 
and run the place himself. 

Then the members began to smile 

“Did you agreo?” asked one. 

“Yeu,” anawered the secretary. “] 
went to the chairman and obtained 
consent and then told him that the 
arrangement would be made. I im- 
pressed upon him that if the work 
was not satisfactory they would all 
have to go back to China.” 

“But that is not all,’ went on Mr 
Leonard. “The next day he went out 
and obtained a second man at $40 per 
month.”

or work, that he be put to work with- 
out any remuneration whatever, and 
that the proper authorities be re- 
quested to provide that all alien ene- 
mies should be compelled to bear 
their full share of the war burden.”

Military Hospitals Commission Re- 
ports That of These 5926 
Are Convalescents 


Ottawa, June 22—Figures iasued by 
the military hospitale commission 


show that on yune 15 there were 7,178 
members of the Canadian expedition- 
ary force under the commission's 
care.’ Of these 5,926 were convales- 
cents, 836 were patients in sanitoria 
for tuberculosis, and 424 were in other 
institutions, chiefly general hospitals. 
The total shows an increase of 35 
since June 8. 

A report received from the direc- 
tor of medical services in London 
shows that on May 25 there were 23,- 
562 members of the Canadian expe- 
ditionary foroe, including 765 officers, 
in hospitals in the United Kingdom. 
This figure is only 18 higher than the 
corresponding total for May 18. Of the 
22,662 patients 11,146 were sick and 
11,416 were wounded.

The School of Dental Clinic 


(Contributed,) 

Yor some years the members o 
the dental profession have felt that an 
organized effort should be put fora 
in the care of the school children's 
teeth, 

The medical inspector has for seine 
time carried on a card system, where- 
by the parents were urged as te the 
necessity of sending them to the fam- 
ily dentist. This system has resulted 
in much good and has worked %t 
very well among the well-to class 
es. Among the poorer class's, how- 
ever, it has failed utterly, partly on 
account of ind:frerence, but chiefly, 1 
think, on account of their inabllity to 
pay the regular denial fees, ‘lo meet 
the latter class of cases, in sume of 
the larger centres, free ce atal lirics 
have been established by the sehoct 
boards, 

With the exception of the notice 
cards sent out by our medical tn- 
spector, nothing had been dene tn 
Edmonton until the orguatiifon ef 
eur Edmonto. Dental Agseciatton in 
1912. Warly ta the ifs of this or. 
ganization the matter of caring for 
the teeth of the poorer children was 
actively taken up. The medical tn- 
spector of schools was consulted, He 
urged the necessity of Immediate ac- 
tion and promised as a start that we 
carry on the more urgent work {n our 
individual offices, .This scheme was 
tried out for a time, but owing to 
the lack of appreciation of the pa- 
tients and their failure to keep ap- 
polntments, and as there was no or- 
ganization to check them up, very lt- 
tle was accomplished, 

We then decided to bring the mat- 
ter to the attention of the school 
board, with the object of securing 
thelr help, A committee was appoint- 
ed for this purpose, about thirty mem 
bers of the association offering to give 
one half day each month of their tlme 
to the work,, on condition that the 
school board furnish an office with 
full equipment and employ a nurse.

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Aged Servants of City 
Spend Last Days in Quiet 


“Jack” the first horse owned by the city of Edmonton, worked long and 
faithfully in the civic employ, but having reached the mature age of 27 years 
or so, Was, on the representations of Superiutendent Dan Alton, sent out to 
the prison farm as a pensioner, there-to end its days in peaco, and only to be 
used for occasional light jobs. 

Here, about a year ago, he 
was joined by “Dick,” the old 
grey from the fire depart- 
ment, who, having attained 
the same age or even being a 
little older than “Jack,” was 
considered past active service 
in such a strenuous life as 
the fire department leads, 80 
recognizing that the old chap 
had done his part towards the 
city, he was duly installed at 
the farm as another pension- 
er. 

Under the kindly manage- 
ment of Supt. Lyons, life 
flowed on easily and peace- 
fully until recently, whea the 
farm was given up by the city 
and the stock sold off. By 
some extraordinary error the 
two old pensioners were in- 
cluded on the sale list, and 
at the end of the sale day found that they had to leave the apot where they 
were taking their well-deserved rest, having been sold for $125, 

Life became harder—it was like a man turning his grandparents out to 
work again after they had settled down to wait for the end—and the two 
changed owners more than once. One day they had been taken out to 
Cooking Lake. Tied up, they managed to get loose, and the next morning

There is in Alberta, established and 
assisted by the Department of Agri- 
culture, an organization called The 
Women's Institute, an organization 
that is not widely enough known but 
that ts destined to exert an influence 
for good second to none in the proy- 
ince. This organization was first es- 
tablished many yeurs ago in the prov- 
ince of Ontario to meet the ‘needs of 
the women of the rural communities. 
The form taken is that of a club or 
society organized on lines distinctly 
non-sectarian and non-partisan. 

The object as stated briefly in the 
motto “For Home and Country” is 
to assist the women in any enterprise, 
any activity, or any line of study, the 
purpose of ‘which is the improvement 
of hornes and broadening of the 
minds of the women along patriotic 
lines, 

In Saskatchewan and Quebec they 
are called Homemaker's Clubs,; in 
Manitoba, Home Economics Associa- 
tions, but in all the nine provinces 
there are associations formed after 
the same manner, and doing almost 
identically the same line of work, In 
none of the provinces has the organi- 
zation made such rapid strides as in 
our own and thia js as it should be— 
We are the last to begin and we pro- 
fit by the experiences of all the others. 
Then, too, we were quick to realize 
the need of a social centre into which 
to gather the women of our prairies, 


lation and loneliness in the individual 
homes. ‘That tho institute where it 
has gone, has been a benefit is the 
verdict of both men and women. 
Many Women's Clubs are looked upon 
with distrust by men, who have a 
feeling, deeper than almost any other 
that a woman's first interest should 
be in her home, They are right. Any 
woman who assumes the responsibil- 
ity for a home makeg that her busi- 


ness and there first and foremost 
must lie her interest. The fact 
that her chief interest is there 
does not mean that she must 


never leave it. A farmer who never 
leaves his own quarter section is a 
poor atick of a farmer—narrow and 
limited in his knowledge and his vis- 
fon, He must leave it to mviden his 
own horizon and to make companions 
with others in order to learn how 
best to make his own successful. If, 
however, he left it only to seek his 
own pleasures, spending his time in 
such, to the loss of the farm, he 
would justly earn the title of a shift- 
less farmer, 


Many women's clubs have been 
merely for pleasure and have taken 
Gp time and money needed in the 


home, and because of this they have 
been looked upon with disfavor by 
men. But, with regard to the working 
of Women's Institutes, on the con- 
trary, the reason of their existence is 
to help to make better homes, so that

Emery J. Van 
Petten, of Camrose, who was recently 
wounded at Vimy Ridge, have received 
a letter from their 
eon, sent from No. 
. neral hospital, 
King’s College, 
Denmark Hill, 
London. Lieut Van 
Petten's many 
friends will be glad 
to know that he has 
fully recovered 
from his wound 
and is ready to re- 
turn to duty. In his 
letter he says: 

“We ‘went over 
ETAOINSHRL the top’ on Baster 
Monday and wrested the coveted Vimy 
Ridge from the wily Hun, while he 
was cating his Baster eggs. Vimy 
Ridge ts quite an historical place and 
is of considerable strategical impor- 
tance. It is a ridge several miles in 
length, rising gradually toward the 
Hun line for about half a mile and 
then dropping off abruptly into a great 
level plain. From the top of it you 
can see for miles over a plain which 
®ppears as level as a floor and in this 
sweep you can count town after town, 
including the city of Lens. 

Ridge Lost and Won 

“The Germans took the place in 
their first advance into France. The 
French regained it at a cost of sixty 
or seventy thousand men. Then it was 
taken over by the British, who lost it. 
Now we havo taken it and expect to 
hold it. 

“It was a very pleasant little task 
and came off very nicely. Unfortun 
ately our battalion happened to bo 
the one of the brigade to be kept in 
reserve, so I was “mopping up” with 
my platoon. We went over with the 
assault but instead of going through 
to the final objectives we had to stop 
at the intermediate objective and 
bomb the dugouts and eee that they 
were clear. There was not much difii- 
culty in this for most of the Germans 
were glad to be taken. 


HORSE SHOW IS 
HELD BEHIND 
LINE IN FRANCE 


Canadian Corps Have Annual 
Event Amid Torrential Down. 
pour of Rain 


Canadian Headquarters in France, 
June 22, via London.—The Canadian 
corps held its annual horse show to- 
cay amid torrential rain. That did 
not matter, there were no ladies at- 
tending, there was no spring millinery, 
no grand stand. Under these condi- 
tions the horse came to his own as ua 
centre of attra.tion, The transform- 
ation in the condition of tho artillery 
and transport animals since March and 
¢arly April, when serious losses were 
sustained because of the long contin- 
ued bid weather, is most remarkable, 

Sleek, finely groomed horses, their 
spirit restored by careful handling, 
Pranced about as jf they had never 
experienced the hardships of winter. 
Bome of them are veterans with scars 
of three campaigns upon them. A 
battery horse of the original division 
carries on his brow band three narrow 
Straps of gold braid,’ such as the 
wounded men wear on their tunic 
eleevos as a badge of distinction. This 
horse was wounded in the flank at 
Ypres in 1916; lodt a rib at Somme, 
and was shot inthe neck at Vimy. He 
is still in good condition and doubtless 
spins great yarns to the remounts 
that are his stable companions.

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Captured Ten Huns 

“At one time during the day I was 
etanding on a mound, about a hundred 
yarcs from my plgtoon when IL noticed 
some Hure concealing themselves and 
running up a trench. I fired my re- 
volver and gave chase, When | got 
quite close to where they had disap- 
veared I stopped to reload. ‘Then, 
stepping forward a few paces I could 
cee one of them crouched in a trench 
about 30 feet away. I ordered him 
cut, then another, and another, until 
I had ten of Hiadenburg's indomitable 
troops. I set them to work carrying 
in some of our wounded men and of 
course, they eventually reached tho 
big wire cage behind our lines. The 
prisonors were big men, well dressec’ 
and wery fresh looking, but our artil- 
lery hag the fear in them. 

Honeycombed By Shells 

“The ground we advanced over was 
like a great honeycomb. There was 
not a square foot unturned by shells. 
In some of the dugougs we found eggs 
and oranges. They had been issued 
with Easter rations. 

“Two days later a wily Hun tried to 
snuff my light away and that is why 
I am here. 1 was taking over a por- 
tion of the new line on the steep slope 
of Vimy. It was about dusk, snowing 
and miserable, and the Huns were 
down at the foct of the hill, about 100 
yards away. I had my men in the 
trench and I was going along to get 
down and to the last man who warned 
me I said I didn’t give.a whoop 
changed my mind soon afterward. 

Shot by Sniper 

“A sniper took a try at me. The 
bullet entered the abdominal muscles, 
ricocheted against eome 1916 puddin 
and came out again. When T left the 
line I thought he had fixed me, but 
the bullet evidently did not touch the 
internal organs, 

“T am feoling fine and am enjoying 
my trip to the old country. My great- 
est hardship was living on hot milk 
for three days. Sir Robert Borden 
was in and talked to me for a minut» 
yesterday."

GRAPHIC STORY 
TELLS GRIMNESS | 
OF BATTLEFIELD 


Describes Sensations When Men 
Go ‘‘Over the Top’’ Into 
No Man’s Land 


An Alberta soldier, L. E. W., writ- 
ing to his mother from “somewhere in 
France" succeeds in making the grim- 
vess and horror of the battlefield more 
realistic and impressive in hig simple 
recital than some more ambitious 
writers have done. He writes, under 
date of April 18th; “I can just im- 


agine the 18th of Aprii at home, 
Things must be in their glory out 
there, It has been snowing and rain- 


ing quite a bit where we are. It al- 
Ways 6eoms6 to be so cold over here, 
“Well, we are ataying down here in 
a deep tunnel. It is not such a bad 
place. I was over the top three time, 
last week. I tell you it was kind of 
vhocking to the nerves at times to see 
the dead persons lying around. I wae 
knocked down several times by the 
concussion of the shells, But 1 must 
thank the Lord I am here to tell the 
tale. T tell you when that old shrapnel 
cracks over your head it makes you 
feel like hugging the ground. 
Captured Fritzies have been walking 
by here. They have helped to carry i) 
the wounded. I tell you I did not fancy 
going Over No Man's Land, it was ¢o 
rough and eoft. Quite a few of the 
boys got a lot of watches and stuff 
I did not have nerve enough to take 
anything from anybody but I have u 
dandy eafety razor which I found, 
“Roy (a chum) and I went out and 
found two loaves of black sour bread 


and a can of jam, We had a feed 
(hat morning. Then another afternoon 
we went over to a Fritz town and 


found a bottle of red wine, a bag of 
biecults and a can of meat. We never 
took any grub with us except a little 
bully beef and hard tack We never 
had any tea at all except what we 
made ourselves 

“T sure have seen some funny things 
in the last week T'll tell you all about 
it when I see you, if that ever hap- 
pens.”

Graphic Description Is Givon Of Life In Trenches By Camrose Boy, 
Who Went Over With 151st Battalion—Battalion's Boys 
Have Made Names For Themselves In France. 


The following interesting letter 
from the pen of Pte. Thompson, who 
left Camrose with the 151st battalion, 
describes life in the trenches which 
they have recently taken from the 
Germans, The second letter is from 
Pte. Halley Henry, formerly of the 
6th Universities, and now with the 7th 
Brigade Machine Gunners, 

M. G. S. 50th Batt 
France, May 5th, 1917. 
Dear ——; : 

Your p. ¢. to hand and having noth- 
ing to do for a short time will en 
deavor to answer, Your invitation to 
“come along’ | would gladly accept at 
once only the ole expression of “pres- 
sure of business” stands in the way. 

At present I am writing in a Fritz 
dugout, one in which Fritz spent last 
winter, when our boys used to be 
shivering to death in the trenches and 
using all kinds of bibical terms to- 
wards Heinio, It is fixed up dandy, 
has spring mattresses, a couch, table 
and chairs, also a nice French cook 
stove, It's an ideal residence, and al- 
though !§ not a patch on some others 
I've seen is good enough, It is sit- 
uated just behind our line in a wood 
and flowers of several varieties are 
growing right at the entrance The 
birds sing and whistle day and night 
and I even heard a cuckoo. The pres- 
ence of birds in this heavily shelled 
area is contrary to what I expected. I 
thought they would be seared and keep 


away, Dut such is not the cage, I 
have found two bird's nests, one at the 
entrance to a dugout Which was blown 


in, but the bird remains to hatch on 

the four eggs which are atill there. 
Our battalion has made a name for 

itself in this push and now ranks with 


the 49th, 3ist and 10th. Our casualties 
have not been heavy although quite a 
bunch are gone Several Camrose 
boys, also Strome bays are killed and 
wounded, Some belong to other bat- 
tallons Sergt.. Roberts, Ed. and G. 
Spruhan, Archie Harris, A. W. T. La- 
dell, Gale Seward, Joe Laboucane, 
Lieut. McCullough, Lt. Mercer, Corp 
Cooper, Angus Anderson, J, Cosser and 
Henry Fox are among those killed 
@rd wounded, The following three 
boys are missing: Dave Ross, Dan 
Woods and BE. Caines. The reat of the 
boys are well and alive so far as I 
know. 

The weather is ideal and has been 
for the past two weeks. We have been 
under almost incessant «hell fire for 
two weeks now and it is beginning to 
get on our nerves, 

There are lots of things T would like 
to tell you but the censor would only 
get after me,

STILL GOING ON 
FOR DRAGOONS 


Men Will Receive First Part Of 
Training in Sarcee Camp, 


Calgary 


Recruiting is still in progress for 
the overseas draft from the 19th Al- 
berta Dragoons, and Major A. b. 
Hopkins, who has charge of recrult- 
ing, reports that the men are now 
in training at Sarcee Camp, Calgary, 
horses and saddiery having been sup- 
plied, so that the men will receive the 
first part of their training as cavalry 
in Alberta before proceeding to the 
cavalry depot at Shorncliffe, England, 
prior to reinforcing the Canadian 
cavalry in France 

Lieut. R. P. Blakey and Sergt. J. H. 
Pavey have charge of the draft at 
Sarcee Camp, and recruiting for same 
is being conducted at the headquar- 
ters of the 19th Alberta Dragouns, 
Victoria avenue armoury, where ap- 
plications may be made and informa- 
tion given to anyone who desires the 
cavalry work, @5 more men are urg- 
ently needed for this draft for over- 
seas service. 

There are many officers and men 
from the 19th Alberta Dragoons who 
are still serving with the cavalry in 
France, and during the recent ad- 
vance this branch of the service have 
been getting in their good work, and 
so have had many casualties, which 
have to be mede up with trained men, 
especially, as it talees much longer to 
train the cavalry soldier, it is very 
Cesirable to obtain as many recruits 
as possible at once, 

A cavalry soldier has to be trained 
with his horse, sword, lance and rifle, 
and also thoroughly trained with the 
work of reconnaissance, therefore the 
training of this branch of the service 
occupies considerable time, It is very 
necessiry that s man applying to join 
the 19th Alberta Dragoons overseas 
draft should have had some expert- 
ence with horses, and be able to ride, 
this is very necessary in this regiment 
whether a man joins for home service 
or overseas service, as it saves con- 
siderable time in the preliminary 
training

I saw Vernon Sampson in the 
trenches and he is looking very fit 
Write and let me know how the boys 
came out in the Vimy Ridge affair as 
you will get news before I do. I saw 
Ed, Roberteon for a few minutes in 
the trench and he got through alright 
eo far as I know. 

Guess by the time I get back, there 
will be a pile of mail for me, and hope 
there are no parcels which will spoil 
for a few weeks,

HOW ESTATES OF SOLDIERS WHO 
MEET DEATH WHILE ON ACTIVE 
deity SERVICE ARE DISPOSED OF

Officer in Charge of This Branch of the Military Department at Ot- 
tawa Gives Details of Plan Followed in Distributing Property 


of War's Victims. 


Many inquiries have been received 
by the Buliletin with reference tp the 
disposing of soldiers’ oatates. It is 
now possible to give full informatiog 
with regard to this, 

A circular has Just been Issued by 
the officer in charge of estates, in the 
office of the Auditor and Paymaster- 
Gereral at Ottawa, which gives com- 
plete information concerning the pro- 
cedure followed in the distribution of 
the estates of soldiers who lose their 
lives while serving with the Canadian 
expeditionary force, 

On the death of a soldier whilat on 
Qctive service in France the casualty 
is notified by cable in England, and 
then to Ottawa; his personal effects 
are coilected, placed in a package and 
forwarded to the base, where they are 
checked and an inventory sent with 
them to the office of the director of 
pay and records § services (estates 
branch), London, England, and are 
there again checked and rewrapped 
for distribution, 

When there has been very heavy 
fighting there is little chance of col- 
lecting any personal effects, and in 
many cases if death has been caused 
by heavy shell fire there are, unfor- 
tunately, neither efrects nor remains; 
but in some cases the London office 
teceiyes the personal effects of sol- 
diers dying in territory occupied by 
the enemy. 

If'a man has left any personal ef- 
fects in England before going to the 
front, these are collected and forward- 
ed to the London office and the whole 
of his personal effects are then for- 
warded. to the estates branch, Ottawa, 
that is, if the beneficiary or next of kia 
resides in this country. 

The deceased's pay account Is clos- 
ed ag soon as his death ts officially 
reported, and {t is then known as 
non-effective account. A lapse of 
four or five months is necessary be- 
fore a non-effective account can be 
properly certified as correct and in 
some cases six months, If the next 
of kin, or benefictary, resides in this 
country, the account is forwarded 
here for settlement.

contains a will, it is extracted and 
placed on file for safe keeping, and 
properly indexed, 

When the non-effective account, 
personal and surplus effecta reach 
this office, the legal domicile of the 
deceased is carefully gone into and 
in the case of an intestacy the mill- 
tary estate is distributed according 
to the law of the province of the 
deceased's domicile, 

tI is worthy of note that a minor 
(unmarried) cannot acquire a domi- 
cile of choice but has the same do- 
micile as his father—that of origin. 

A soldier, even if he is not of full 
age, under section 9 of the wills act, 
whilet on active military service 
may dispose of his personal estate 
either by a holograph will, by letter, 
or by a verbal etatement substantle 
ated by witnesses, This section ape 
plies to all the provinces in Canada, 
with a slight difference in Quebec, 


Military Will Law. 


All wills are carefully examined at 
Ottawa, the domicile décided and the 
intention of the testator is carried 
out as far as possible. A military 
will can only dispose of personal es- 
tate, and real estate is in no way 
affected by it unless the same is exe- 
cuted according to law. That is & 
polit which should be brought to the 
attention of the soldier when he is 
making hie will, a6 sometimes it fe 
impossible to carry out hve full wishes 
after death. 

The legatees named in the wills are 
all notified, a certified copy is for 
warded to them, and an I(dentifica- 
tion form completed and returned 
to this office. 

The officer in charge of the estates 
branch ia fully empowered by the 
regimental debts act, 18938, aa amena- 
ed by an order made vy His Majesty’e 
principal wecretary of state for tle 
colonies, dated 8rd day of December, 
1916, and further amended by the 
privy council of Canada, dated 28th 
day of March, 1916, to decide all 
questions of domicile, validity of wills, 
of law and fact, and to distribute all 
military estate in the manner laid 


down,

This actor who hag set ai: precedent at 
naught is Sam D. Drane, the Abraham 
Lincoln of ‘The Crisis,"” coming to the 
Empire theatre next Tuesday, 

Until “The Crisia’ was flashed be- 
fore the public, nobody ever heard of 
Sam Drane, and before the first public 
showing, and, indeed, before the film 
was far enough along in the developing 
rooms to give the actor himself a 
glimpse of what he jhad done, Sam 
Drane had passed tnto the ranks of 
everlasting shadows. Today, Sam 
Drane’s name is on the lips of every- 
body who goes to the theatre, yet Sam 
Drane's ears are cold to the lavish 
praise bestowed upon him. 

This pathetic and somewhat un- 
canny state of affairs has been brought 
about through the creation of the art 
of the motion picture, In the old days, 
if the actor did not make his impres- 
sion, while in flesh and blood, there 
was no chance for him to escape etern- 
al oblivion. Through the very nature 
of his art, even the actor, who had 
become famous, ceased to impress 
directly upon his death, and only the 
memory of what he had done remain- 
ed. Nobody living today can judge of 
the merits of a Garrick or a Peg Woff- 
ington as of the merits of a Shakes- 
peare or a Beethoven. 

But the motion picture hag become 
a means of preserving the player's art 
for posterity. Several actors have died 
since they played before the screen, 
but*Drane has the unique distinction 
of being the first to come into fame 
from total obscurity after his deati. 
He ranks in thig repect with Homer, 
who died an unrecognized beggar; 
Keats, whom obscurity tormented to 
death; and Fitggerald, whose immortal 
“Rubalyat of Omar Kyayyam" re- 
mained “undiscovered” until long after 
he wag cold in the grave. 

Drane was a vaudeville actor, play- 
ing the cheap circuita, and making & 
precarious hand-to-mouth living when 
Wm. N. Selig havpi of his remarkable 
resemblance to Lincoln and sent for 
him. Drane gladed responded, wag in- 
stantly accepted at the studio, and im- 
mediately set to work on the first and 
last important task of his life. &® 
had scarsely completed his enga 
ment when a quick pneumonia ended 
his flesh-and-blood career on earth. 
But death was cheated for the Orst 
time in stage history. The new art 
of the motion picture rendered im- 
possible the blighting of an unstarted 
career, *

Remarkably Vivid Scenes Are 
Shown in ‘‘The Girl 
Philippa’ 


The bombardment scenes of “The

ONSCRIPTION was discussed at 
considerable length at the last 
meeting of the Trades and Labor 
council. Not that the meeting partic- 
ularly wanted to do so, as for a long 
time it was silent on the subject, but 
ft is no secret to say that the issue 
was forced by one of those present.

Therefore, 
it may be well to give some explana- 
tion of the attitude taken by the meet- 
ing when the resolution against con- 
scription passed by the congress was 
endorsed. The opinion was recently 
expressed in these notes that, individu- 
ally, members of the working class 
are not against conscription if such a 
measure is really necessary, and the 
meeting on Monday give no reason to 
alter the opinion. The Edmonton 
Trades and Labor council has already 
expressed itself against conscription 
unless production, wealth, and natural 
resources are also conscripted, and 
apparently there was no feeling or de- 
sire on the part of the meeting on 
Monday to pass another resolution di- 
rectly against conscription without

ing the way of voluntary enlistment, 
and for this reason alone the labor 
unions should be in a position to af- 
ford help to the returned men. On 
the other hand the unions should 
benefit by adding to their numbers, 
and, one other important point, re- 
moving the suspicion that organized 
labor is going to suffer the least dis- 
ruption by the returned men in re- 
entering civil life. There is no need 
to disguise the fact that this element 
has been regarded with a_ certain 
amount of uneasiness in labor circles, 
it being thought that advantage might 
be taken of a large influx of men 
wanting employment to cheapen labor 
and upset conditons generally. But 
there is no need for this suspicion to 
exist if the two parties can get togeth- 
er on a working basis, especially if a 
policy of give and take is observed. 
The unions must be prepared to make 
allowances for the returned man, and 
in cases where he is taking up a new 
means of livelihood, arbitrary rules 
which bind other and more experi- 
enced employees, must be watved:or 
lessened for their. benefit. The whole 
matter is one of the greatest import- 
ance and required to be taken up with 
the utmost tact and consideration. It 
was remarked at the meeting on Mon- 
day night, that the Labor congress has 
been exceedingly slow in taking up 
the question of the returned soldier. 
There is no doubt in the least about 
this. Anyway Edmonton has now giv- 
en the lead, and if the higher labor 
authorities are wise they will lost no 
time, but take up the subject in a 
similar manner and encourage others 
to do the same. 


RESOLUTION submitted by the 

Congress executive and bearing 

on the high cost of living was en- 
dorsed by the Trades and Labor coun- 
cil, This gives the following as the 
most effective means of meeting the 
situation: Public ownership of all cold 
storage plants, abattoirs and can- 
neries; elimination of the gambling in 
foodstuffs by speculators and others, 
particularly such as is prevalent on 
the food exchanges; that a food and 
fuel controller, or food and fuel com- 
mission of three members, one to be 
a labor representative, to be appointed 
with power to fix prices based upon 
{the cost of production, and facilitate 
the movement of food to that end, 
and who must be free from commer- 
cial or political affiliation to prevent 
the discharge of his duties in the in- 
terest of the people; appoint an ad- 
visory committee to assist the con- 
troller or commission, this committee 
to have fifty per cent. representatives 
nominated by organized labor; the 
government to pass an order-in-coun- 
cil, under the war measures act, giv- 
ing any municipality requesting, the 
right to operate coal and wood yards 
and sell fuel retail to the citizens; na- 
tionalize the coal fields and all the 
railways in Canada, and extend the 
principle of nationalization in every 
direction to thoroughly bring the 
food resources of this country into the 
hands of the people and out of the 
hands of monopolists and speculators.” 

In connection with this increase in 
the cost of living and rise in prices, 
etc, it may not be generally known 
that municipalities have the power to 
take certain steps and deal with the 
matter directly by instituting inquiries, 
To this point it will be of interest to 
give a letter received by the council 
on Tuesday night. It was from T. W. 
Crothers, minister of labor, and re- 
ferred to the order-in-council, enacted 
in November last, concerning the 
prices of necessaries of life, reading 
as follows: 

“It is sometimes said that under 
Clause Six, as minister of labor, I have 
powers to conduct a more thorough 
investigation under oath, etc, than 
has a municipality. You will observe 
that under that section I may appoint 
an examiner, and in writing give him 
all the power and authority that I 
myself could exercise, That munici- 
palities may have at their hand all 
the powers that I have under that 
section, I want to tell you that where 
a municipality complies. with Clause 
Five, and by resolution asks me to ap- 
point its solicitor or other official an 
examiner with all the powers men- 
tioned in Clause Six naming the offic- 
ial 80 chosen, I shall be glad to clothe 
him therewith that the investigation 
may at once go forward substantially 
under local control, and at its ex- 
pense,”

Miles Per Gallon—Oan Sell 
For 10c Per Gallon 


New York.—Experiments are feing 
made at the West Bide Y.M.C.A, Auto- 
mobile school, with a new fuel called 
Nuoline, put forth as a substitute to 
sell at 10 cents a gallon. Coulis Cle- 
ment, the inventor, a Danish chemist, 
says the ingredients are cheap and 
that two-thirds of the liquid is water. 

Tests of the liquid, which is a milky 
white, have shown it is an able sub- 
elitute for gasoline. A road test of 416 
miles has just been concluded, the car 
having been run to Albany or the east 
side of the Hudson and then to Schen- 
ectady and Utica, returning on the 
weet side of the river via Newburgh 
and the Fort Lee ferry. The average 
was 11 miles por gallon. 

Response to the accelerator with 
Nuoline was much better than with 
gesoline. Thero was none of the gaso- 
line fumes from the exhauat, but a 
falnt odor of camphor, which wag ex- 
plained to be coal camphor from one 
of the ingredients used In the manu- 
facture of the fuel,

TRAIL BLAZER 
SETS NEW MARK 
WITH DISTILLATE 


Saxon Boundary Car Averages 37 
Miles to Gallon on Low 
Grade Fuel 


‘ Not content with having averaged 
£6 miles to the gallon of gasoline in 
the first half of its trip around the 
rim of the country, the Saxon roadster 
trail blazer for the National Boundary 
highway switched to a diet of distillate 
on the coast and romped away with a 
450-mile trip on an average of 37 
miles to every gallon used of this low 
grade fuel, 

This record was established between 
Los Angeles and San Francisco. The 
trail blazer experienced no difficulty 
with the low grade fuel, operating per- 
fectly except at starting when gasoline 
had to be used to prime the motor. 
This trouble, however, is encountered 
by all carg which use the distillate 
and in fact there are only a few auto- 
mobiles that have been able to operate 
successfully on the fucl and these 
have been equipped with Special car- 
buretors. 

Soxon roadster distributed the dis- 
tillate through its own carburetor 
without any Special adjustment being 
necessary, Whén the trail blazer 
reached SanFrancisco its driver learn- 
ed that several other Saxon roadsters 
on the coast are using Gistillate reg- 
ularly, This fuel, which is only about 
ono step removed from kerocene, sells 
for one-half the price of gasoline and 
it is very popular with Saxon roadster 
owners in California. Some tests re- 
cently conducted there with a roadster 
model showed a rate of 51 miles to the 
gallon. 

From Frisco the boundary car has 
started for the Canadian border line, 
and a week or 60 more will see it turn. 
ing eastward aiong the border, headed 
on its return journey.

KOUNDING OF INDIAN EMPIRE. 

One hundred and sixty years ago 
today the foundation was laid for 
British rule in India and for the 
bringing of light to that darkened 
empire, On June 238, 1857, a little 
band of brave Englishmen, at whose 
head was Robert Clive, a youny 
clerk of the East India Company, 
early in the morning prepared for 
what seemed to be a hepeless battle 
against overwhelming odds on the 
field of Plassey, In 1766 Calcutta 
had ‘been captured by Surajud 
Dowlah, who imprisoned over one 
hundred Englishmen in the “Black 
Mole,” suffocating nearly every one 
of thom. Clive was at Madras at 
the time this outrage was perpetrat- 
ed and resolved to avenge his 
heroic countrymen. As soon as he 
heard of the crime he began to 
gather about him a small force, 
and when all his preparations had 
been made sailed from Madras and 
shortly afterwards landed with his 


expedition near Calcutta, To most 
of Clive's followers their task ap- 
peared hopeless. When the two 


armies faced each other on the fleld 
of Plassey the odds again Clive 
were so enormous that on the very 
eve of battle a council of war ad- 


vised a retreat. Surajud Dowlah 
commanded an army of fifty thou- 
sand infantry, fifteen thousand 


cavalry and more than fifty cannon, 
while the British force under Clive 
numbered barely three thousand 
men in all, two-thirds of them be- 
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ing Sepoys. This time the god 
battles decided not to fight on t 
tide of the heaviest artillery. T 
battle which now took place w 
short, sharp and decisive, Sura) 
Dowlah’s force of sixty-five thousa 
was soon thrown in confusion by t 
few British guns and by British d 
termination and valor. The Mohar 
medians broke in headlong rout b 
fore the repeated charges of tl! 
Englishmen. Thus Clive wroug 
vengeance for the crime of tli 
“Black Hole of Calcutta,” But tl 
victory was only a trifle in compas 
son, with the further results of t 
battle of Plassey.

saliva to mingle with the food and
